U.S. in Middle Ea s t 


The facts should speak for them­ 
sel ves. 
The United States has pledged it­ 
sel f to maintain a military balance 
in the 
Middle 
East—a 
minimal 
enough position. 
During a period of “ truce” be­ 
tween Israel and Egypt, the Soviets 
continue to pour in planes, tanks, 
landing craft for storming the east 
bank of the Suez Canal, heavy arm a­ 
ments, groung-to-air missiles, and 
munitions—clim axed by sending 
several squadrons of its best planes 
manned by Russian pilots. 
The Nixon administration refuses 
to counter this by supplying Israel 
with the Phantom jets it needs to 
maintain the military balance nec­ 
essary to prevent its obliteration. 


Instead, it provides Jordan with 
$30 million in military assistance, 
plus another $30 million in credits, 
and ships a large consignment of M- 
60 heavy tanks—its latest—to Jo r­ 
dan which can use them only against 
Israel. 
Who is the victim of this give-and- 
take policy? Israel, of course, which 
must defend itself from Arab ag­ 
gression. If war breaks out again, it 
will be in part American steel that is 
hurled at the beleaguered Israelis. 
But Israel will not be the only vic­ 
tim. For what the Nixon administra­ 
tion is doing undermines American 
credibility, devalues our moral posi­ 
tion, makes tragi-comie Mr. Nixon’s 
role as peacemaker in the Middle 
East, plays directly 
into Soviet 
hands, and undercuts our position in 
the Mediterranean. 


The responsibility for this Janus- 
like policy in the Middle East is, of 
course, the President’s. It would not 
exist without his sanction. But who 
are its authors? The answer to that 
question is complex—but not so 
complex that it cannot be answered. 
The policy has long roots, but not so 
long that they cannot be traced. To 
begin with, there is a State Depart­ 
ment which, since the days when it 
was a haven for social snobs, de­ 
plored the problems of setting up a 
Jewish national home and pulled 
away from the “ Jewish question.’’ 
The State Department of the Hit­ 
ler years, which hardly lifted a fin­ 
ger against the slaughter in Germa­ 
ny and turned away refugees in list­ 
ing, leaky ships, has not changed too 


much. It is still dominated by a pro- 
Arab faction which sees a solution to 
the Arab-Israeli conflict in a “ soft’’ 
destruction of Israel. 
But the State Department is not 
alone. It is enforced by a Pentagon 
which still reflects the view of GEN 
George C. Marshall that a relative 
handful of transplanted ghetto Jews 
could never survive against millions 
of determined Arabs. General M ar­ 
shall was overruled by President 
Truman, but his simplistic view of 
the Arab-Israeli struggle lingers on 
in the military thinking of the Penta­ 
gon. 
Strong secretaries of State have 
held their department in check or 
made policy without it—though they 
have been quietly sabotaged when­ 
ever it was possible. But Sec. W il­ 
liam P. Rogers hardly has the 
strength or the fortitude to be any­ 
thing but a creature of the State De­ 
partment . And Defense Secretary 
Melvin Laird has gone along for rea­ 
sons of political expediency. 
The advice which both Mr. Rog­ 
ers and Mr. Laird have given the 
President ignores the realities of the 
Middle East situation. They argue 
that Egypt and Jordan, catastrophi­ 
cally defeated in a war of their own 
making, should be treated as con­ 
quering powers—should be placat­ 
ed, in fact, to the point where they 
will embrace America and make life 
easier for the oil companies whose 
interests lie in the Arab world. 
Moral and humane issues aside, 
they are bemused enough to forget 
that the crippling or destruction of 
Israel will mean the loss of the east­ 
ern Mediterranean to the United 
States Sixth Fleet and consequent 
weakening of our diplomatic and 
military posture in Europe and Afri­ 
ca—as the Soviet Union, with its 
rapidly growing naval power, moves 
into the vacuum. They really seem 
to believe that the men of Moscow 
and Cairo will be nice doggies if we 
give them what they want. 
When it is pointed out that the So­ 
viets want to bury us and the Arabs 
eternally hate us, they dismiss the 
argument as Israeli propaganda de­ 
signed to scare us. So they send 
arms to the Arabs and withhold 
them from the Israelis, little realiz­ 
ing that the bed they are making is 
one in which they, too, will have to 
lie.

The author of a letter to the Wall 
Street Journal has a suggestion for 
AFL-CIO President George Meany, 
consumer advocate Ralph Nader 
and others who are complaining that 
the wage-price freeze is unfair to 
labor and favors business because 
there is no lid on profits. 
Let’s tie wages to profits, says 
William R. Bates of Elmhurst, 111. If 
profits go up, wages go up. And if 
profits go down . . . 


The embarrassing fact is that 
wages have increased by some 35 
per cent from 1965 to 1970. Prices, of 
course, are also up. But corporation 
profits, as a percentage of sales and 
after-tax income, are little changed 
overall, and many large employers 
are losing ground under inflationary 
conditions. 
You needn’t stand out of the way. 
There’ll be no rush of union leaders 
to rally around the proposal.

W ASHINGTON (N E A )— Signifi­ 
cant reports are circulating that 
New York’a Mayor John V. Lindsay 
may decide to jump into the Demo­ 
cratic presidential race much ear­ 
lier in 1972 than originally hinted. 
The word is that Lindsay’s people 
are quietly polling in Florida, which 
holds the second earliest preference 
primary next year on March 14. 
There is also an indication that Lind­ 
say’s forces have reserved several 
hotel rooms in Miami Beach for a 
period of four days before and dur­ 
ing meetings of Democratic state 
chairmen and governors Sept. 10-12. 
The original signs were that 
Lindsay would hang back in the ear­ 
ly phase, presumably waiting for 
other candidates to stumble before 
making his move in such crucial late 
primaries as Oregon, 
California, 
and New York. 
Implicit in this strategy was the 
notion that some contender sharply 
left of center, most 
likely Sen. 


George McGovern, would do well 
enough in the early tests to keep the 
front-runner, Sen. Edmund Muskie, 
within hailing distance. 
If Lindsay now plumps instead 
for an early try, it will be widely 
read as his wager that neither Mc­ 
Govern nor any other presently 
campaigning leftist liberal has 
much chance to slow Muskie down 
between March and May. 
Some analysts are saying, too, 
that an early Lindsay entry’ would 
effectively bury McGovern’s candi­ 
dacy beneath an avalanche of cha­ 
risma. 
That charism a, incidentally, 
gives some strategists in the Muskie 
camp a small case of the shakes. 
They see no comparable peril in M c­ 
Govern . 
Some quick samplings in a few- 
key primary spots, however, seem 
to throw doubt on such calculations.

W A SH IN G TO N 
(N E A ) 
P o litica lly, 
Salvador 
Allende, 
Marxist president of Chile, 
has 
shown himself to be exceedingly 
adroit. It may be that he and his 
associates are in for a long reign. 
But Allende has made some quite 
serious technical economic errors 
most difficult to understand in view 
of the Russian, Chinese, East 
German and Cuban experiences. 
One would think a man so well- 
versed in the literature would have 
learned from their successes and 
failures. 
First, Allende has been losing his 
skilled technicians. 
And in con­ 
siderable number. This was Fidel 
Castro’s mistake. And it has caused 
him troubles he has been unable to 
remedy. (There are rumors abroad 
that Castro privately has cautioned 
Allende against this mistake.) 
After the first dust of the war had 
settled in China, Mao Tse-tung was 
careful not to lose any more tech­ 
nicians than he could help. Mao 
made a strong play for men of the 
type he wanted, even luring some 
very prominent Chinese scientists 
and engineers 
from 
the 
United 
States and other Western countries. 
This, for one, is what has kept 
Chinese technology moving in spite 
of the country’s serious difficulties. 
The Soviet Union, in the main, 
has been very careful to hold its 
skilled men, even those ideologically 
antagonistic to communism. 
All this makes it difficult to un­ 
derstand why Allende is not at­ 
tacking this problem with the energy 
he has used in consolidating his 
political power. For a serious con­ 
tinued flight of technicians and 
professional 
men 
can 
result 
in 
ruinous economic difficulties, as 
East Germany learned to its sorrow. 
(East Germany built the 
Berlin 


Wall in large part to keep its techni­ 
cians and professional men and 
women from deserting to the West, 
but only after the heavy flow to free 
Germany was on the way to causing 
almost catastrophic industrial prob­ 
lems.) 
Second, Allende has fallen into 
the Russian bureaucratic trap. That 
is, he is moving quickly to overcen­ 
tralize industrial-economic manage­ 
ment. 
Mao did not make this mistake. 
Moscow did and has found it im­ 
possible ever since to unscramble 
the distortions and inefficiencies. 
Third, Allende has made a most 
stupid mistake in nationalizing so 
rapidly he’s taking on some highly 
unprofitable marginal works that 
can cause him and his regime 
nothing but headaches. He will have 
enough 
trouble 
absorbing 
the 
profitable firms on his list, without 
asking for trouble. 
Fourth, 
Allende has moved 
toward a socialist state without, so 
far 
as 
can 
be 
determined, 
developing a plan for securing the 
full cooperation of Chile’s workers. 
Russia, East Germany, Com­ 
munist China and North Korea have 
achieved this “ cooperation’’ by rigid 
police-state controls over labor. 
Democracies secure the coopera­ 
tion of workers by economic incen­ 
tives. 
But 
Allende is 
dependent on 
labor’s vote. And he has led labor 
into expecting miracles and in be­ 
lieving 
there 
w ill 
be 
few 
management controls over labor’s 
actions. Reports are that Chile’s 
labor has gone slack on the job. 
Allende 
and 
his 
men 
may 
gradually gather more political and 
economic control in their hands, so 
that the opposition finds itself 
powerless. But what then if the econ­ 
omy moves steadily downward? 
( Newspaper Enterprise Assn.) 


Some 102 votes will be at stake in an 
April 25 primary whose rules can 
hardly be forecast today, since the 
state legislature is still tinkering. 
You can find politicians here who 
think that Lindsay going the early 
route means a wipe-out of McGovern 
in places like Wisconsin. But Wis­ 
consin politicians find nothing to 
sustain that judgment. 
Lindsay’s name is not yet being 
bandied happily about in the potent 
academic community of Madison. 
On the other hand, McGovern is al­ 
ready very well organized through 
the state, with dedicated helpers 
scouring the vote-rich territory. 
McGovern has captured his share 
of Wisconsin’s regular party lead­ 
ers. as has Muskie. Both have had 
prominent outsiders there on the 
missionary kick. A recent newspa­ 
per biographical sketch on McGov­ 
ern was picked up by 30 of Wiscon­ 
sin’s 38 dailies. 
Lindsay does appear to be a bit 
better off in Florida. Queries there 
indicate McGovern has almost noth­ 


ing. A poll taken for one cont ender 
(not the reported Li ndsay poll) i s 
said to show the mayor easi l y out ­ 
distancing McGovern and such ot her 
liberals as Sens. Birch Bayh of Indi ­ 
ana and Fred Harris of Okl ahoma. 
Muskie leads in that sampling, and 
Sen. Henry Jackson, counting heavi ­ 
ly on Florida, ranks second. 


There isn’t much new' from Cal i ­ 
fornia, w here a wel l - publ i ci zed ear­ 
lier poll also puts Li ndsay ahead of 
the liberal also-rans but wel l behi nd 
Muskie. The Muskie peopl e who are 
fretting over Lindsay t hi nk hi s 10 per 
cent showing in Cal i forni a i s a hi gh 
enough platform from 
whi ch 
t o 
bound upward toward t he front man. 


The mild fright in t he Muski e 
camp may in time prove warrant ed. 
So may judgments that Li ndsay run­ 
ning in March kills McGovern. But 
today’s ripples are still of t he smal l 
stone variety. Politicians are wai t ­ 
ing for the first big boulder t o spl ash.

stum bling block to the legisla­ 
tors. 
Scott estim ate $300 m illion in 
revenue from personal property 
tax es w ent into local govern­ 
m ent coffers in 1970. 
W itnesses generally agreed 
that elim ination of the personal 
property tax altogether would 
m ean 
increased 
tax es 
else­ 
w here. or new tax es, or both. 
Thom as F itzsim m ons, of the 
Illinois M unicipal L eague, said 
“ we failed to tell them (voters 
in 1970) th at although they are 
voting to abolish the personal 
property ta x , th at th ere is not 
going to be a tax re lie f.” 
F itzsim m ons said legislators 
should subm it the q uestion of 
w hat tax should replace the 
personal property tax to the 
voters in a referendum 
“ I c a n’t im agine one person 
on this body going out and tell- 


ing y our people that y ou a re 
going to increase the incom e 
ta x ,” F itzsim m ons said. 
Rep. D avid Shapiro, R-Am- 
boy , advanced one plan for 
dealing with the problem . It 
calls for a $25,000 ex em ption 
for all personal property a s­ 
sessm ents. 


The idea behind S hapiro’s 
plan is to cut the tax for m any 
individuals w hile keeping it for 
large corporations. 
The concept had the support 
of Scott as an interim solution 
to the public outcry . 
But, Scott said: 
“ In the long run, we would 
all probably be b etter off in the 
state of Illinois if th ere w ere 
tim e to think and p re p a re a 
reasonable program of the abo­ 
lition of this tax and pass the 
necessary legislation at the ses­ 
sion nex t spring ... 
“ If the G eneral 
A ssem bly 
and the adm inistration think 
that it is a ‘m ust’ th at the p e r­ 
sonal property tax be abolished

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The Doctor Says: 


By L A W R E N C E LA M B , M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb— My hus­ 
band is on a lactose-free diet. 
He suffers from chronic diar­ 
rhea. Because of this, he has 
eliminated all foods with milk 
and also eats only brown bread. 
Despite this, he still has the old 
upset because we are not sure 
what 
foods 
contain 
lactose. 
Could you, prescribe a diet or 
could we obtain a list of lactose- 
free 
foods? 
Does 
powdered 
m ilk contain lactose? 
Dear Reader— This is a good 
time to clarify this problem. 
There are a number of people 
who cannot digest lactose. L a c ­ 
tose is a type of sugar that is 
found in milk (formed by lacta­ 
tion). The tissue in the breast 
forms a double sugar which we 
call 
a 
“ disaccharide.” 
This 
double molecule has to be brok­ 
en up in the intestine to be ab­ 
sorbed. An enzyme called “ lac­ 
tase” makes this possible. If 
this enzyme is lacking, taking a 
sm all amount of lactose will re­ 
sult in diarrhea, expelling the 
disaccharide with lactic acid. 
Now, I must point out that 
rarely some people also have 
an intolerance to other double 
sugars, like sucrose (common 
household 
sugar) 
and 
quite 
rarely maltose. These condi­ 
tions are caused by lack of an 
appropriate enzyme in the in­ 
testine also. Lactose intoler­ 
ance is by far the most common 
defect. 
Lactose is a milk product. It 
is broken down by “ fermenta­ 
tion” or the souring of milk. 
This means that cheese and 
buttermilk made from soured 
m ilk does not contain lactose. 
Unless the milk has soured, it 
w ill contain lactose—thus in an- 
wer to your question, powdered 
milk does contain lactose. 
If you stick to cheese (and I 
usually recommend uncreamed 
cottage cheese) or soured milk, 
you should be able to eat any­ 
thing else (not made of sweet 
milk or sweet milk products), 
provided the lactose intoler­ 
ance is the only problem. This 
means you cannot eat bakery 
products, 
including 
brown 
bread, if they are made with 
milk. You should be able to eat 
vegetables, fruit, fish, cereals, 
but not with any products made 
from sweet milk. 
For those rare individuals 
who have an intolerance to su­ 
crose, you need to go a bit far-

sharply in the 1960s, making 
zero population growth within 
this century a distinct possi­ 
bility. a research team has con­ 
cluded. 
Children under age 5 de­ 
creased from more than 20 m il­ 
lion in i960 to about 17 million 
in 1970, a drop of 15.5 per cent. 
The Washington Center for 
Metropolitan Studies said Mon­ 
day the decline was by far the 
largest since record-keeping be­ 
gan in 1850. 
“ The even more remarkable 
fact about this unprecedented 


decrease,” the report said, “ is 
that it coincided with one of the 
largest 
recorded 
10-year 
in­ 
creases among young adults in 
the principal childbearing-age 
range.” 
The 15-34 age group increased 
by 29 per cent, and the number 
of persons aged 20 through 24 
grew by 52 per cent. 
Researchers 
said 
replace­ 
ment of the “ baby boom” of 
the 1950s and 1960s by a “ baby 
bust " will have a m ajor impact 
for decades in social, political 
and economic terms. 
It will “ probably take several 
decades more »“or the current 
fertility trend, if continued, to 


bring stability or decline of the 
total 
population,” 
the 
study 
says. 
“ There are so mariy more 
young adults than older people 
that, despite the unprecedented 
recent decline in childbearing, 
births still outnumber deaths 
nearly 2 to 1.” 
But the study says new fac­ 
tors have entered the scene— 
“ the pill” and 
“ a dramatic 
change in the attitudes ... to­ 
ward both conventional m ar­ 
riage and large fam ilies.” 


There was a dram atic in­ 
crease in the number of unm ar­ 
ried adults and a slight rise in 


the average age at marriage, 
the study said. 
The statistics show “ the na­

psychology 
may

changing, perhaps in response 
to public education campaigns 
stressing the dangers inherent 
in 
unrestricted 
population 
growth,” the report said.
